Vietnam cease-fire signed to 


* 
bring peace after long, costly war 


PARIS (AP) - Agreements on ending 


the fighting in Vietnam and calling for 
the withdrawal of all U.S. forces were 
signed today in two sessions in the 
ballroom of an old hotel near the Arc de 
Triomphe. 


In the first session this morning, the 


United States, South Vietnam, North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong signed the 
overall agreement that for the United 
States means the end of the longest war 
in its history and a conflict paid for in 


the lives of nearly 46,000 men and 
billions of dollars. 


This signing took 18 minutes and 


ended with champagne toasts. But 
outside, demonstrators were waving 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese flags 
and booed the Americans and the South 
Vietnamese. 


In the second signing session, 


Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
and Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy Trinh 
of North Vietnam signed a separate 


group of documents and this officially 
brought an end to the diplomatic efforts 
for peace in Vietnam that began in 1968. 


The agreements call for a cease-fire to 


begin at midnight Greenwich Mean 
Time — 6 p.m., CST. 


In the morning session, each of the 


four envoys signed their names 32 times. 
Then in the afternoon session, Rogers 
and Trinh each signed 40 times more. 


Foreign Minister Tran Van Lam of 


South Vietnam and Mrs. Nguyen Tn 


Binh, the Viet Cong foreign minister, 
joined Rogers and Trinh in the signing of 
the over-all agreement in the morning 
session. 


After this session the South Viet- 


namese officially protested 
to the 


French government, host of the signing 
ceremonies, that the demonstrations 
outside the old Majestic Hotel had dis- 
turbed ••the serenity" of the occasion. 


The demonstrators booed and jeered 


as the U.S. and South Vietnamese 
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Nixon's budget 
is $268.7 billion 


WASHINGTON (AP> — President 


Nixon has told congressional leaders 
that his fiscal 1974 budget will total 
$268.7 billion, an increase of about $19 
billion over spending for the current 
fiscal year which ends June 30. 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike 


Mansfield told newsmen of the fiscal 
1974 budget after he emerged from a 
White House meeting Friday called to 
brief congressional leaders. The budget 
goes to Congress Monday. 


Mansfield said the new budget would 


carry a deficit of about $12 billion, less 
than half of the current year's projected 
red-ink total of $25 billion. 


The White House announced that 


Nixon would make a nationwide radio 
address Sunday at 6 p.m. to discuss the 
new budget and "its impact on the 
nation's economy and economic 
stability." 


Official confirmation also was made 


Friday of White House plans to dis- 
mantle the White House offices of 
Economic Opportunity, Emergency 
Preparedness. Science and Technology 


and the National Aeronautics and Space 
Council in an effort to cut costs. Other 
agencies are to take up their duties. 


Confirmation of the cutbacks, taken 


alongside Nixon's scheduled radio 
speech, heightened speculation that the 
White House is anticipating a battle in 
Congress this year over the budget. 


That was supported further in a 


Nixon talk Friday to directors of the 
National League of Families of 
American Prisoners and Missing in 
Southeast Asia. 


"I'm in the midst of one of our more- 


difficult meetings— the beginning of a 
new battle, the battle of the budget," he 
told the group. 


The administration has said that the 


only way to avoid a tax hike or a big 
resurgence of inflation is to bring the 
budget under control, which it savs can 
only be done bv slashing costs. 


Mansfield also told newsmen that 


Congress should stay within the budget 
ceiling drawn this year by the White 
House, the first official word the ad- 
ministration plans to ask Congress for a 
legal ceiling this year. 


Alcohol, tobacco not 
under price controls 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Acting to 


define food under Phase 3 wage-price 
guidelines, the Cost of Living Council 
has exempted alcoholic beverages, 
tobacco and drugs from mandatory 
controls. 


The council said Friday that anv items 


"produced or manufactured for human 
ingestion, but not including alcoholic 
beverages, tobacco products or drugs." 
are subject to mandatory controls. 


Mandatory controls mean a firm 


cannot raise prices without ]ustifving 
them. Nor can it exceed a profit margin 
or percentage markup set bv the coun- 
cil 


The food, construction and health 


industries remained under mandatory 
wage-price controls when Phase 3 was 
put into effect Jan. 11. while the 
remainder of the economy went under 
voluntary restraints 


Firms covered bv mandatory con- 


trols, the council said further, are those 
deriving at least 20 per cent or S50 
million of their annual revenues from 
the sale of food. Large restaurants, 
caterers and vending-machine operat- 
ors are subject to the mandatory con- 
trols, the council said. 


Products eaten bv both humans and 


beasts will be exempt from mandatory 
controls until thev "enter into a 
processing stage" where thev are in- 
tended for strict human ingestion. the 
council said. 


The new regulations don't applv to 


raw farm products until after the first 
sale, and wholesalers are still permitted 
to pass along anv increases in those 
products when thev sell such items. 


The controls continue to set a ceiling 


on price increases based on a firm's 
profit margin before controls were ins- 
tituted 


Officials said alcoholic beverages 


were exempted because thev are not 
included in the federal food price index 
that is used to calculate the cost of living 
and "liquor prices have not been a 
problem in Phase 2 " 


Under the council's definition, anv ice 


purchased to put in a drink will be 
subject to mandatory controls—if the 
ice company is big enough—and while 
the liquor won't be, the mixer will 


Corn, wheat and soybeans will be 


covered if thev are to be made into 
breakfast cereal, cooking oil or other 
products for human consumption but 
not if thev are sold as livestock feed 
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delegations arrived and left. They 
cheered and sang the Socialist anthem, 
"International," when the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong officials 
came and departed.

the second session the demonstrators 
were gone. 


Trinh arrived first and Rogers

sat at a table across from each other. 


They were flanked by their principal 


aides. 


Both used a number of pens for the 


historic ceremom. 


Each signed his name to copies of the 


main peace accord and the protocols. 


The main accord is officially entitled 


"Agreement on Ending the War and 
Restoring Peace in Vietnam." In ad- 
dition there are four protocols on release 
of prisoners, establishment of an In- 
ternational Control and Supervision 
Commission, a Temporary 
Joint 


Militan* Commission and the removal of 
mines from North Vietnamese waters. 


The agreement signed by the four was 


different from that signed by Rogers

and designation of signatories. The 
agreement signed by all four ministers 
referred only to ''the parties par- 
ticipating in the Paris conference on 
Vietnam." The agreement signed only 
by the United States and North Vietnam 
formally named the four "parties." 


In the morning, the delegates of the 


four parties signed at a table and then 
walked back into an adjoining room. 
The\ did not shake hands. But one infor- 
mant who was present said the at- 
mosphere was relaxed and all four 
parties exchanged champagne toasts to 
peace and friendship. 


Each delegation was given a copy of 


the documents, bound in different 
colored, gold-embossed leather 


The L'.S copies were in navy blue; the 


South Vietnamese in brown, the North 
Vietnamese, red, and the Viet Cong, 
green. 


The close of the ceremony was 


delayed a bit because some copies had to 
be taken back to the envoys for signat- 
ures mad\ ertently missed in the original 
rotation 


The champagne toasts lasted about 15 


minutes and the envoys then left the 
conference hall without making any 
statements and returned to the waiting 
cars just as the sun broke through an 
overcast sky. 


As the U.S. and South Vietnamese 


delegations left, the crowd across the 
street booed and jeered, then burst into 
the "International' as the Viet Cong 
foreign minister, Mrs. Binh. came into 
view. 


The South Vietnamese delegation 


announced later that it had expressed 
•'its deep surprise" to the French 
government for permitting the demon- 
stration to take place near the scene of 
the signing. 


'The 
French 
authorities 
had 


promised the South Vietnamese 
delegation that no gathering or 
demonstration would be allowed near 
the center." 


Foreign Minister Lam then protested 


personally to Foreign Minister Maurice 
Schumann. 


While he said he had not discussed 


with Schumann the question of Pans 
being the site of the 12-nation internat- 
ional conference on Vietnam later, he 
noted that "such demonstrations are 
not of a nature to ensure the serenity of 
the negotiations." 


About 300 French and Vietnamese, 


waving a forest of North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong flags, stood behind police 
barriers opposite the entrance to the 
conference center. 


Lam said on leaving Schumann that 


the demonstrations "disturbed the 
serenity of the signing ceremony " 


Signed at the first ceremony were 


three protocols, or annexes, and the 
main agreement entitled: "Agreement 
on Ending the War and Restoring Peace 
in Vietnam'" 


The protocols cover the release of 


prisoners, the operation of the four-nat- 
ion control commission of Canada. In- 
donesia. Poland and Hungary and the 
operation of the temporary Joint Milit- 
ary Commission to be set up by the four 
parties to the agreements 


The documents set aside for Rogers 


and Tnnh were three protocols plus a 
fourth covering U.S. removal of 
American mines dropped :n North 
Vietnamese waters. 


The only difference in the documents 


in the morning and afternoon session is 
in the preamble and the designation or 
the signatories.

The Jefferson Schoo! group got 


started last spring and since then, Mrs 
Arndt said she has learned to spend 
more time with her children—coloring, 
reading, cutting and getting more in- 
volved with them.

It may be hard to believe, but there 


are those in this city who are despera- 
tely in need of the" things it takes to 
exist, food, financial assistance, trans- 
portation, and other necessities. 


Perhaps-one of the greatest needs of 


this minority is someone to talk to. just 
to hear another person's voice The 
minority is the area's elderly, many of 
whom are poor, handicapped, or merely 


lonely (if merely can be accepted m that 
context.)

Usually, though, it is as much a 
problem, or more, of the parents as it is 
of the child. 


The present foster home situation 


can be summed up 
simply 
as 


inadequate. There are always enough 
foster homes for infants but seldom are 
there enough for teenagers. This is 
where the problem lies. 


The cost for foster parents is rather 


minimal They receive S.~5-$100 per 
month plus allowances for the child's 
clothing, school and personal expenses 
Also, many foster children in their 
teens have the opportunity for a 
government-sponsored iob. so the cost 
of operating a foster home is no real 
problem 


Another question which may be 


raised is that of what is to be expected 
of the foster parents. Years ago, rela- 
tively little was expected of foster 
parents — food, a bed and a roof over 
children's heads. 


Now, 
though, more is expected of 


them. Foster parents are expected to 
help improve the child, not only house 
him. They are also expected to help him 
with his problems. 


There is another foster home plan 


conceived rather recently — that of 
emergency placement. This is usually 
for a short period of time, not usually 
exceeding 30 days until a permanent 
foster home can be found.

Neighbors 


In order to write this article, I inter- 


viewed Janet Lee Berry. With a vital 
personality, quick wit, and a steady 
gaze, being confined to bed seems to 
pose little handicap to her. She is one of 
the founders of the Appleton chapter of 
FISH which was begun here in 1967. 
She shares telephone work with two 
other women: Mrs. Agnes Seton (chief 
operator) and Mrs. Florence Drumm. 
Although she used to do shift work as 
an operator, she now is working the 
phones as more of a substitute, ans- 
wering calls on holidays and when 
circumstances warrant. In the Apple- 
ton area, besides the aforementioned 
operators, FISH has a membership of 
over 150 volunteers, more than half of 
whom are aides — those who cannot 
work shifts, but instead provide ser- 
vices such as visitation, babysitting, a 
meal — assistance on a person-to-per- 
son basis. The remaining volunteers are 
scheduled and they take the same 12- 
hour period each month and are on call 
for all problems which arise during that 
time. The operators and scheduled 
volunteers are backed not only by the 
numerous aides, but in addition they 
can refer to professional people on the 
FISH register. 


All FISH personnel attend a training 


meeting after they offer their services. 
The purpose of this meeting is not to 
transform them into professionals, but 
to remind them that they are not 
professionals and are not expected to 
fill that role. As to age — there is no 
maximum age limit, but they do restrict 
membership to 16 years of age in most 
cases. However, younger boys do some 
work for FISH, such as raking leaves. 


As I mentioned before, FISH is a 


person-to-person organization and 
Miss Berry attributes much of their 
membership to this fact. She also points 
out that the more informal structure 
(there are no mandatory meetings after 
the training meeting) appeals to many. 
All names and phone numbers of 
members are strictly confidential. 


The volunteers in this area belong, as 


a unit, to an international organization 
which was begun in England in 1961, 
later spread to other countries, includ- 
ing the U. S., until it reached 2,000 
chapters here. Unlike other such or- 
ganizations, 
there is 
no 
FISH 


headquarters, and each chapter -is 
independent, even to the extent of 
lacking a local office. 


FISH serves in three capacities: 


Emergency, long-term (regular visita- 
tion, etc...) and referral. Within these 
capacities they serve three needs: 
financial —getting help for welfare and 
Social Security cases; helping the 
physically 
handicapped; 
and 


psychological problems — which 
includes the elderly and lonely. Miss 
Berry said, "We may be their only 
contact with the world for a month. 
They need to talk." 
J 


About three-fourths of all calls FISH 


receives are requests for transportation 
from the elderly, the poor, the han- 
dicapped. Most of this is for rides to 
doctors* offices, hospitals, bus depots —- 
public accesses. This year they have 
already passed the 2,000 ride mark. The 
majority of the remaining calls are 
concerned with referral to doctors, etc 


Support comes in many forms. Token 


donations from the recipients of their 
aid provide almost a third of the total 
FISH operating budget of $500-5600. 
Accepting these donations helps those 
they serve to keep their pride. Nearly all 
the residual funds come from private 
donors. Churches provide some assis- 
tance. In fact, many of the members 
hear of FISH through their churches. 
Money has not been their biggest 
problem, however — people has. They 
have a desperate need for volunteers in 
all capacities. Some churches have 
gotten involved, but, "not as many as I 
would like to see from a city the size of 
Appleton." Nor, may I add, as wealthy 
as Appleton.

Save Money Now

If money seems to go faster than 


expected careful budgeting may help 
stretch that ever-shrinking dollar. 


First of all, keep a record, for 


approximately two or three months, of 
all expenditures. Determine how much 
is spent on food, clothes, transportation 
and on other items. Then set up a bud- 
get in accordance with the record. 


Here are some hints that may help 


with the budget. 


1. Don't include in the budget wind- 


fall money or extra income, such as 
interest, dividends, gifts, a raise or 
other items. This money is not needed 
so keep getting along without it. Save it 
or use it for some kind of enjo /ment. 


2. When making a budget estimate all 


items at the highest cost. This will help 
to prevent against pinches. Then, if 
there are any surpluses, save it. 


3. Keep track of all expenses. It will 


help when income taxes are due. Some 
costs to keep track of are gasoline 
taxes, sales taxes, milage to and from 
doctors, dentists, hospitals, charitable 
contributions and interest paid on 
charge accounts. 


4. Set up budget accounts to see 


clearly which categories are in the red 
and which are in the black This will 
assist more realistic budgeting next 
time. 


5. Total all expenses considered as 


monthly expenses, phone bills, utilities 
and others, to see what they total in a 
year's time. The result may be amazing. 
This may help to cut down on expense 
of long distance phone calls or elimina- 
tion of extension and saving by turning 
out lights and other unneeded items. 


6. Providing allowances for children 


is wiser than hand-out techniques. An 
allowance 
should 
teach 
money- 


management. If children want an ad- 
vance one week take it out of next 
week's 
allowance. 
Don't 
use 


allowances as rewards for housework, 
chores or school grades. These activi- 
ties should be expected of children. 
Don't withhold an allowance as 
punishment or to exert authority, 


7. Pay your bills systematically once 


a month if possible. In a pinch, give 
priority to the most important bills. 


8. Guard against too much check 


writing, it can become expensive. Stick 
to one checkbook per family. 


9. Time withdrawals from checking 


accounts to keep the balance where it 
should be. to save on service charges. 


Remember, money is a good servant 


but a bad master. Earning money is 
only part of the task. So, be careful with 
money and budget carefully. It will help 
in the long run.

MILWAUKEE (AP) —The State Fair 


Board agreed Friday to ask the State 
Building Commission to provide 
$800,000 to make improvements to the 
fairgrounds this year as the first phase 
of a master plan to renovate the grounds 
completely.

include a new cattle barn, two new rest 
room buildings, two new concession 
stands, a new entrance gate and ticket 
houses, new lighting, landscaping, ut- 
ilities, and a system of signs, should be 
completed prior to the opening of the 
1973 fair. 


But the board's plans for an S18 


million sports and entertainment 
coliseum, with its principal tenants the 
professional basketball Milwaukee 
Bucks and a proposed pro hockey 
franchise, continued to attract flak from 
City of Milwaukee officials, who fear 
the migration of tenants from their 
Arena. 


At Friday's meeting, the board 


approved a revised master plan for 
redevelopment of the fairgrounds, with 
$18 million in borrowing authority- 
authorized by the legislature, calling 
for

—Location of the coliseum for 


professional sports and entertainment 
on land along the East-West Freeway, 
with parking space for about 3,800 cars. 


—An historic village, including res- 


taurant, shops and meetings rooms, at 
the southeast corner of the fairgrounds.

north end of the grounds linked bv two 
malls. 


-^An aerial skyride between the north 


and south ends of the grounds. 


—An infield race track parking area 


for 2.400 cars with entry from two 
tunnels.

products display areas, possibly with a 
restaurant, shops and booths open all 
year.

the board Friday called for a joint city- 


county-state authority to operate Mil- 
waukee County Stadium, the M /l- 
waukee Auditorium and Arena, t'he 
city's new convention center (MECC A), 
and the fair park coliseum.

Van Susteren 
denies breach 
of court ethics

County Judge Urban P. Van Susteren 
deny charges that having his brother 
Joseph as public administrator violates 
the judical ethics code. 


Van Susteren. who said Friday he no 


longer will permit his brother to receive 
"special fees," asked that the ethics 
question be shifted from the commis- 
sion to the Wisconsin Supreme Court. 


If the commission rules against him. 


Van Susteren said, he will appeal to the 
Supreme Court anyway. 


Chairman Ward Rector said the nine 


commissioners went into closed session 
after the formal hearing to discuss 
other business, but he admitted the Van 
Susteren issue probably also would be 
taken up. 


Rector said the commission's ruling 


probably would be in writing. He could 
not predict when a ruling would be 
made or if the matter would instead be 
referred to the Supreme Court. 


The worst the commission can do is 


censure Van Susteren if it finds he 
violated the ethics code. 


Van Susteren appeared alone at the 


hearing. It is the year-old commission's 
first formal hearing and proceedings 
were similar to those in a court room. 
Commissioners most of them judges 
and attorneys. (Circuit Judge William 
Crane of Oshkosh is a commissioner)

retired assistant state attorney general, 
acting as legal counsel for the commis- 
son, argued that by Van Susteren 
approving the 
payment 
of 
fees, 


especially extra fees, to Joseph there 
was financial interest involved. 


Resh had commission executive 


Secretary George Alderson review 
state Department of Revenue records 
showing what Joseph was paid in 
special fees (for difficult cases) for 1966 
through August of 1972. They ranged 
from a low of S1.970 in 1966 to a high of 
$16,790 in 19^0. 


Alderson also testified as to the per- 


centages between the special fees and 
the total fees Joseph was paid as public 
administrator. 


Breaking them down by months, the 


percentages range from a low of 9 per 
cent to a high of 37 per cent. 


Resh emphasized that the figures 


were represented only to strengthen his 
contention that a financial interest 
existed between the brothers. He said 
the commission has no evidence of 
corruption, 
kickbacks 
or 
even 


complaints by lawyers. And, Resh con- 
tinued, there was no contention that 
the fees authorized for Joseph were 
excessive. 


Van Susteren repeated earlier writ- 


ten and oral contentions that his 
brother did not appear in his court as an 
attorney either formally or informally. 


However. Van Susteren publicly 


stated for the first time that under 
provisions of the revised (May of 1972) 
legislation providing for public ad- 
ministrator fees, he no longer will 
authorize the payment of special fees to 
Joseph. 


The schedule permits a guaranteed 


$5 fee for public administrator even 
where no inheritance tax is involved, 5 
per cent of the tax on the first $500 on 
an estate and one per cent of the tax 
over $500. Extra fees are allowed for 
difficult cases, Van Susteren said, but 
he now interprets difficult cases as 
those which involve issues that might 
have to be decided in his court. He 
would not permit Joseph to be a party 
to a case in his court, he said. 


Van Susteren said he has not allowed 


any special fees for Joseph in probate 
cases brought since the law was 
changed last May. 


Resh 
told Van Susteren 
that 


everything possible must be done to 
make the public feel all is above board 
in the judiciary. The ^ethics code is 
aimed at practices that could cast 
disrepute on the court, he said. This 
case, he explained, is one where even 
though there may be no wrong doing, 
the public could attach implications. 


Resh also argued that a satisfactory- 


solution cannot be achieved simply by 
Van Susteren saying he no longer will 
authorize payment of special fees for 
Joseph. 


Van Susteren urged the commission 


not to be swayed by "wild allegations" 
of the public or the press. "You'll be 
harassed all during the life of this com- 
mission by those seeking to make ex- 
citing news." he advised. 


He asked the commission to weigh 


the fact that he has easily won judicial 
election two times while his brother has 
been 
public administrator.

Court judge. 


Warren warns against 
lenient treatment of 
crime, criminals 


GREEN BAY — Atty. Gen. Robert 


Warren expressed concern Thursday 
that recommendations from govern- 
mental task forces in the criminal jus- 
tice field do not reflect the wishes of the 
majority of people in this nation. 


Warren, speaking to the midwinter 


conference of the Wisconsin District 
Attorneys Association at the Beaumont 
Motor Inn. urged the prosecutors to use 
their 
influence 
to 
determine if 


proposals in the criminal justice field 
are realistic and reflect what the people 
really want. 


Calling the situation a "perplexing 


dichotomy." Warren cited 
recent 


Gallup polls which indicate that 51 per 
cent of Americans feel crime is the No. 1 
problem in this country and that there 
has been an increase in crime in the 
past year, and that 75 per cent feel the 
courts do not treat criminals harshly- 
enough. 


In 1949. Warren noted, only 4 per 


cent of the people viewed crime as our 
most serious problem. Today, one of 
three persons living in large urban 
areas have been the victim of a mug- 
ging, robbery or loss of property in the 
last 12 months. Support for capital 
punishment, he said, is the highest in 20 
years in spite of a Supreme Court ruling 
abolishing the death penalty. 


The response of government to 


public concern over crime. Warren 
said, has been the task force study 
approach which involved studies cost- 
ing $865,000 in recent years. 


The most notable of these has been 


the task force on offender rehabilita- 
tion which recommended the closing of 
all prisons by 1975. a suggestion 
Warren 
categorized 
as 
"highly 


unrealistic." 


But Warren warned that this task 


force made other less publicized 
suggestions including making proba- 
tion a matter of right, making parole a 
matter of right with the parole board 
having a show cause for not granting a 
parole, giving a drug defendant a 
choice of criminal or medical treat- 
ment, and limiting sentences to five 
years unless a court ruled the defen- 
dant dangerous. 


"These were written to satisfy the 


offender. This would seem to oppose 
the will of the people." Warren charged. 


The attorney general said he sus- 


pected that many of these "oddball" 
recommendations are coming from 
task force staffers who are highly 
idealistic but inexperienced. 


"Enforcing the law will be an 


increasingly frustrating job if the 
Legislature follows this lenient route," 
Warren warned the prosecutors. "Put 
these idealistic proposals up against 
your everyday experiences in the cour- 
troom and see if they are realistic." 


Warren urged the District Attorneys 


Association to be more active and to 
"make sure the laws passed under that 
dome down in Madison really reflect 
the will of the people." 


Reporting of rape urged 


P*tt-Cr**c**t Newt S*rvic* 


GREEN BAY — The attorney 


general's office will propose legislation 
soon involving rapes and payments to 
victims of violent crimes. 


Clarke Caywood, Atty. Gen. Robert 


Warren's legislative liaison director, 
talked about the bills and sought reac- 
tion Friday from prosecutors attending 
the Wisconsin District Attorneys As- 
sociation mid-winter conference at the 
Beaumont Motor Inn. 


Caywood noted that the FBI has 


called rape "the most under-reported 
crime in the U.S." 


He said his office is trying to work 


out legislation covering both the lan- 
guage of the rape law and means of 
encouraging victims to report assaults. 


Rape is defined as intercourse by 


force and against the victim's will with 
the attacker overcoming her utmost 
resistance by physical violence or 
threat of bodily harm. 


The term "utmost resistance" may be 


taken too literally in some cases, 
Caywood 
explained. 
A 
woman 


shouldn't have to fight back to the 
extent she jeopardizes her life. 


Several prosecutors indicated vary- 


ing reactions from juries in interpreting 
the present rape law wording. Con- 
sideration is being given to a Michigan 
model code which talks of rape in terms 
of "by forcible compulsion" and "while 
avoiding risk of injury, death or injury 
to another person." 


Caywood also suggested prosecutors 


work with local police to assure the 
most diplomatic handling of rape vic- 
tims. In some instances women have 
been reluctant to press charges after 
less 
than 
sympathetic 
initial 


experiences with police officers. 


The prosecutors also were told to 


publicize Wisconsin's unique law 
which prohibits the use of a rape vic- 
tim's name by the news media. Future 
legislation also may consider a manda- 
tory closed preliminary hearing in rape 


cases, but most of the prosecutors 
agreed the trial would have to remain 
open to the public. 


In the area of crime victim compen- 


sation, Caywood said his office will 
recommend payments up to $10,000 to 
victims of violent crime or persons 
injured attempting to prevent a crime. 
A special board would be established to 
administer these payments. 


Such victim compensation programs 


already are operating in four states and 
federal legislation on the issue is pend- 
ing. 


The prosecutors also heard a review 


of some current juvenile court 
problems by a panel of three judges. 


Rock County Judge Sverre Roang 


told the district attorneys to be ready 
for increasing pressure from the public 
to seek waiver of 16 and 17 year olas 
from juvenile to adult criminal court 
because of the effects of the new age of 
majority law.

court jurisdiction over a youth at the 
age of 16. if a boy commits a serious 
crime only a few weeks prior to his 18 
birthday, he could face on a few days 
incarceration, a "mere slap on the 
wrist" before he would have to be set 
free.Roang said he knew of one instance 
where a boy was sent to Wales only to 
be released because of his 18th birthday 
after staying only three days. 


The waiver to criminal court on 


criminal charges is the only answer to 
this problem, but Wisconsin's current 
waiver procedures under the 1955 
Children's Code are being questioned in 
light of recent Supreme Court decisions 
setting up strict guidelines for granting 
of waivers. 


A Milwaukee County court recently 


ruled state waiver laws unconstitu- 
tional on grounds they were too broad 
and lacked guidelines. Michigan was 
forced to revise its juvenile waiver laws 
last year after existing rules were over- 
turned by the high courts on similar 
grounds. 


A revised Children's Code was passed 


by the state Senate last term but never 
was acted on in the Assembly. A similar 
measure has been introduced again 
with the backing of the Council of 
Juvenile Court Judges and the state 
Judicial Council which would include 
the needed constitutional guarantees 
and guidelines covering waivers. 


"This was lost in the shuffle last 


session, but we hope we can get it 
through this time," the judge said. 


Polk County Judge Charles Madsen 


and Washington County Judge J. Tom 
Merriam told the prosecutors they 
would be initiating most of the requests 
for waivers. They explained some of the 
technical points required in recent 
court rulings on this question. They 
suggested that reasons for requested 
waivers be specific and well document- 
ed. 


"You can expect increasing pressure 


for waivers, especially in cases the 
public is uptight about," Roang told the 
prosecutors, but he also urged them to 
remember that the welfare and 
rehabilitation of the child is still the 
primary goal of the juvenile court.

court for refusing to reveal sources of 
information they printed. Gov. Patrick 
Lucey has indicated his support for a 
shield law in Wisconsin. 


The association also passed a resolu- 


tion asking an improved professional 
status of the job of prosecutor^through 
increased salaries and .staffs. 


The resolution noted a one-third tur- 


nover in incumbent district attorneys 
and suggested salaries be raised to a 
"competitive level" in the legal field.

Try chicken, nuts or 
fish for more protein 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I suspected from 


reading your column that I had low 
blood sugar. My doctor said I did and 
told me to "eat protein at every meal." 


I have tried to do so and it has helped 


but the problem is that protein is ex- 
pensive and getting more so every day. 
I've always loved eggs, cheese and eve'n 
hamburger, but I can hardly stand to 
eat them any more. 


I hear you can buy protein by the pill. 


Would they be helpful for low blood 
sugar or am I being foolish to hope for 
relief in such an easy way? 


But thanks for leading me to realiza- 


tion of my problem. I no longer have 
screaming rages or black out so 
often.—S.B. 


I agree that protein is an expensive 


food item—yet protein is the essential 
item in a diet to combat low blood 
sugar, since it releases blood sugar 
slowly rather than in a sudden rush. 


But I think you may be overlooking 


some useful sources of protein that are 
not as costly as steaks and chops. 


You list onlv eggs, cheese and 


hamburger—all of which are, of course, 
rich protein sources. Costwise, eggs are 
the least expensive form of protein 
considering the amount you get for the 
money. There are ways to use eggs 
other than the familiar boiled, 
scrambled or fried. 


There are many forms of omelets, 


adding a small amount of ham or 
cheese or even a few mushrooms for a 
different flavor. Or you can make wes- 
tern or Spanish omelets. And doubtless 
experts with the skillet can tell you 
other ways of making eggs different. 


How about creamed and sliced hard 


boiled eggs on toast? Or an egg salad 
sandwich? Such things can help, I trust. 
Oh, and various casserole dishes that 
can include egg. 


Surprisingly, you make no mention 


of poultry—and even if you live alone 
and are cooking for one, chicken can be 
bought in small pieces. So there's an 
inexpensive escape from too much 
eggs-cheese-hamburger, 
hamburger. 


And fish. They're rich in protein, and 


there are many forms that don't cost as 
much as, say, Dover sole. By all means 
explore the different kinds of fish that 
still are available at reasonable cost. 
And a can of sardines now and then for 
a quite different flavor. 


Milk can be fortified by adding pow- 


dered milk to it; to increase the protein 
value. Nuts are high in protein, and not 
all of them are expensive. The peanut is 
a rugged, dependable item.

Diocese board 
raises teaching 
nuns salaries 


Little CHUTE — The Catholic 


Diocese Board of Education Tuesday 
raised the salaries of teaching nuns 
from $2,750 to $3.000 for the 1973-74 
school year, and increased medical in- 
surance benefits to a flat $200. 


The board acted on the advice of 


Diocese School Supt. Rev. Mark 
Schommer, who had surveyed the 
religious communities and staff houses 
in the diocese about their yearly salary 
requirements. 


Schommer said that the $4,135 salary 


recommended by the Leadership 
Conference of Religious Women in 
Wisconsin would be too drastic an 
increase for most parish budgets next 
year. About 60 per cent of the teaching 
sisters in the diocese belong to either 
the Manitowoc or Bay Settlement 
Franciscans, and these orders have 
lower expenses than the $2,730 paid this 
year, Schommer said. He said that the 
$4,135 level was a statewide average of 
expenses that reflected the cost of liv- 
ing in urban areas. 


As a matter of policy, the diocesan 


board sets the salaries of teaching nuns, 
to prevent competitive bargaining 
among individual parishes and orders. 


The board also considered a proposed 


policy to make the whole diocese serve' 
as the fiscal base for parochial schools 
and other education programs, within 
the next five years. The Rev. Benjamin 
Makin, president of the board, said he 
had had no response to the proposal 
since it was introduced Dec. 19. Essen- 
tially, the policy would channel money 
from the Diocesan Services Appeal into 
educational program that are now 
financied locally.

in the northern part of the diocese, 
because that area does not have a 
Catholic high school.

(AP) —Americans who have waited to 
see Vietnam prisoners of war return to 
home soil may not see much when it 
actually happens.

for months said Friday they plan to keep 
the public, newsmen and photographers 
at a distance from the freed war 
prisoners who will be brought here. 


En route from Vietnam to one of 31 


military hospitals near their homes, the 
POWs will stop at this sprawling air 
base 50 miles northeast of San Francisco 
for varying lengths of time. The first are 
expected within two weeks. 


Newsmen were shown Friday how 


the POWs will be taken from the giant 
C141 medical evacuation jets that will 
bring them home from Communist 
captivity. 


But the Air Force said the public and 


newsmen are to be kept behind barriers 
about 30 yards away. 


All reunions between the former 


prisoners and their families will be 
private, Li. Col. William Reslie said. 


He said no interviews will be allowed 


unless the POW informs the military he 
would like to give an interview and it is 
then cleared with a medical officer and 
an intelligence officer. 


Some ex-prisoners may be loaded 


directly from the returning C141s into 
planes that will ferry them to other 
military hospitals across the courtry, 
Reslie added. 


Ex-prisoners who will stay at Travis 


will be kept in private rooms at David 
Grant Hospital, the base hospital, he 
said. 


Reslie said he has orders from the 


Pentagon not to discuss further details 
of Travis preparation. 


"We don't want to make it a circus," 


he said, adding that the military' wants 
to keep the homecoming low-key.

Brody burst into the news in January 


1970 when he returned from a Jamaica 
honeymoon aboard a 140-seat jetliner 
chartered just for him and his bride, 
Renee They were separated a year ago. 


He announced he would give away 


$26 million, setting off a wild rush to the 
rented mansion. Telephone lines were 
jammed with calls from as far away as 
California, and police blocked off the 
street. 


"Peace is what I want," he said then. 


"When everyone is as rich as I am, I'll go 
to a desert island and leave the world 
alone and make love to my wife."

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Lesson from the Philippines 


When President Ferdinand Marcos slapped upon the Philip- 


pines a new constitution legalizing a parliamentary form of 
government, he may have done more than merely perpetuate 
himself in a dictatorial role. He has cast into doubt the whole 
concept of democracy superimposed upon a people. 


Marcos moved in a hurry when it appeared that the new 


constitution might run into opposition in the nation-wide 
plebiscite and in the Philippine Supreme Court. He first post- 
poned and then abolished the plebiscite, forbade discussions on 
the subject except at carefully arranged "citizens' assemblies" 
which bowed and scraped and okayed the constitution. Then 
Marcos continued martial law in effect indefinitely and sus- 
pended the National Assembly. As long as he has the Philippine 
constabulary behind him. presumably he can maintain his 
dictatorial authority. 


The United States has paternally patted the Filipinos on the 


head for decades. When we took over the country from the 
Spanish, ironically we gave Cuba, near at home, its freedom 
while we kept the Philippines, thousands of miles of Pacific 
Ocean away, purely for dreams of establishing our manifest 
destiny farther west. We were firm allies during World War II. 
We gave independence albeit with some financial strings that 
really were of as much benefit to Filipinos as Americans. 


But American style democracy didn't catch on. Maybe the 


Filipinos took too literally the American wild west, shoot-em-up 
pioneer spirit. Combined with Asian style graft, it was a lethal 
combination and it killed representative government in the 
Philippines. The gaps between the haves and the have-nots, the 
extent of poverty, cynical leadership they all contributed. 


When we imposed our style of government to a great extent 


upon Japan, it appeared to have greatly benefited the country. 
There are growing deviances. but the Japanese are a different 
people than the Filipinos. Except for the few years of American 
occupation, they had never been a subject people. They were 
also vastly disillusioned with their former regime. But the 
Filipinos had the Americans to blame for just about everything. 


Marcos says his country is going back to a form of local 


government—except for his over-all authority—that existed 
before the Spanish came. It might work better for the majority 
of Filipinos. The Philippine experience is something for 
Americans to remember as they watch South Vietnam in the 
months ahead 


Experiment in mental hospitals 


In his best selling novel, The Odessa File, Frederick Forsyth 


points out the importance of the birth certificate in post World 
War II Germany. Getting the certificate involved great 
complexity, investigation and probes. Once a person had it, 
doors in Germany were opened without trouble. 


Something of the same sort of blind acceptance seems to 


afflict mental hospitals in this country. 


In a special investigation, eight Americans feigned symptoms 


of mental instability and were admitted to institutions. Once 
there apparently no one questioned whether they ought to be 
there or not. 


Acutally the eight generally told the exact truth about 


themselves to psychiatrists. But they complained of hearing 
strange voic'.-s which said "empty," "hollow" and "thud." 
Twelve hospitals in different parts of the country and of differing 
kinds were used and some patients went to more than one. Once 
in a ward t ach patient acted normally — or as he or she would 
have elsewhere. 


Not once was a single patient doubted by an official — but 


other patients sometimes questioned them and suggested that 
they were journalists or hospital inspectors. Medication they 
flushed down toilets as they sometimes saw other patients do. 
When asked how they felt, they answered "fine" — the truth — 
and all were eventually discharged as schizophrenic but in 
remission. The average hospital stay was 19 days —they ranged 
all the way from 7 to 52. 


A second experiment was arranged because of the disbelief of 


psychiatrists. Officials were told that pseudopatients would be 
admitted so they were on the lookout for them. In a three 
months period, staff members reported suspicions about the 
authenticity of 193 patients. One staff member claimed 
pseudopatient status for 41 patients. One psychiatrist ques- 
tioned the status of 23 patients. Actually no pseudopatients had 
been sneaked into the institution. 


The experiments were described in an article in Science, the 


journal of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, by Dr. David Risenhan, professor of psychology- and 
law at Stanford. "We know we cannot distinguish sanity from 
insanity," he wrote. How many of those suspected of being 
pseudopatients do not belong in a mental institution? How 
many seek to escape criminal charges by pleading insanity? 
Who can tell? 


The experiment is a shocker. Staff members of course had no 


reason not to assume that all the patients were in need of 
hospitalization. Presumably such care was not harmful except 
for the social stigma that is still attached to cases of mental or 
emotional instability. Those who have voluntarily sought help 
should get it. 


But the test throws into more confusion the system of 


involuntary commitment now being reviewed in many states. 


What's the hurry? 


There's an old story about a philosopher-type Chinaman 


visiting the United States, and being treated to a ride in the latest 
model automobile. His host was not above wanting to demon- 
strate the speed of the car. By chance the highway led alongside 
railroad track, and by greater coincidence a freight train was 
lumbering along. Gradually the two routes converged, to the 
point where they crossed The American stepped on the foot- 
feed, gauged his distance. ]udged he could beat the train to the 
crossing, and did. 


He slowed down, relaxed, and said to his foreign guest: "Do 


you know that we would have lost three minutes if we would 
have had to wait for that train?" 


Tovrtiich the somewhat shaken Chinaman replied: "So? Tell 


me, now that you've saved those three minutes, what are you 
planning to do with them?" 


We cannot vouch for the authenticity of that story, although 


its lesson is obvious. We do. however, have at hand some 
research data worth considering, particularly for people who 
tend to hurry. The report tells the results of an experiment in 
which two drivers were assigned to cover an identical 1,000 mile 
route. One was ordered to make the best possible time. The other 
was told to avoid all unnecessary risks, follow the traffic flow, 
etc. 


The trip took over 20 hours, and the fast driver arrived 31 


minutes quicker than the other. In the process he passed about 
2,000 cars, braked 1,339 times, and used 10 extra gallons of gas. 


The "slow" driver passed 13 cars, braked 652 times. The 


tension, of course, was much less, and travel hazards reduced 
substantially, even if you measure only the added dangers that 
are involved in passing other vehicles. 


Maybe we ought to think about that Chinaman and his simple 


question when next we get the urge to "lead the pack."

State manufacturers group rejuvenated 


MADISON — The images of major institu- 


tions and organizations are often deceptive and 
inaccurate, reflecting as often the fears and 
presumptions of rivals and opponents as their 
own claims and actions. 


Thus to say that the Wisconsin Manufac- 


turers Association is on the way to becoming a 
real force in the politics and notably the 
legislative politics of this state will no doubt 
surprise. It had so often been the target of labor 
publicists, liberal commentators and politicians 
that it long ago acquired a name in statehouse 
affairs and policy-making that was not justified 
by the reality. 


Now the signs of the reconstruction of the 


WMA and its more effective involvement in 
legislative affairs are drawing attention. They 
signify a revival of staff leadership and initia- 
tive that has been largely ignored. 


Staff is key 


The organization is not large. But it 


represents the bulk of the industrial corpora- 
tions of the state and by definition ought to be 
the chief spokesman and advocate of the 
business community of Wisconsin. That it has 
not had such a role lately was the result of 
many factors. That it is showing promise of 
acquiring such a role is a significant develop- 
ment. 


Wisconsin manufacturing industry has been 


led by many able and conscientious men. But a 
trade association in its public capacity does not 
always represent the quality of its dues-payers. 
It tends, instead, to reflect the capacity of the 
association staff. It is one of the important facts 
about Wisconsin politics that the WMA staff 
has been thoroughly reorganized and put into 
the hands of new men during the last two years. 


The new chief of staff is Paul Hassett, execu- 


tive vice president, who has had as rich an 
experience in public affairs as any other man 
now in comparable work in Wisconsin but 
whose past employment required him, by its 
nature, to remain mostly in the background. 


Trained as a teacher, Hassett departed for 


newspaper employment early in life, became 
involved in local politics in Northwestern Wis- 
consin, came to Madison about 15 years ago to 
educate his children, and landed in the key 
assignment in the executive office of former 
Gov. Warren Knowles where he matched his 
chiefs prodigious capacity for work for six 
years. 


No Wisconsin governor ever had a chief 


lieutenant who was more loyal and productive. 
No doubt it was not accidental that when the 
WMA directors scouted for a new manager 
they were glad to learn that Hassett was 
available. Possibly no other man was available 
who fitted WMA needs and requirements as 
thev saw them. 


His first lieutenant in legislative relations is 


Kenneth Priebe, veteran politician, former 
legislator, once head of the administrative 
services of the Assembly, former state govern- 
ment officer. Perhaps no comparable organiza- 
tion has a front office team with such a wealth 
of acquaintance, experience and understanding 
of the operations of government and the men 
who run it. 


It is not to denigrate Hassett and his staff to 


note that they begin their new careers at a time 
•when Republican party which would be their 
natural target for friendly association has been 
weakened, but the new Democratic party of Pat 
Lucey is obviously interested in a better rela- 
tionship and understanding with industry. 


Indeed, their cups may appear to b* 


overflowing. On the sidelines, quite outside the 
realm of politics, is a growing awareness of the 
problems of the private economy of Wisconsin, 
as most effectively shown in the repeated 
reports of Prof. Jon Udell, the University of 
>Msconsin economist, about the challenge to 
encourage industrial growth during the next 
decade. 


Gains for Wisconsin business can be predict- 


ed with reasonable confidence as among the 
results of the new legislature. 


The WMA made good choices for new staff 


leadership, and events suggest that they turned 
up at precisely the right time. 
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Much of world lacks freedom

More than half of the world's people 


lack the freedom to live as they wish 
and the percentage could rise if the 
present trend of governmental regula- 
tions continues, said a year-long survey 
issued by Freedom House. It added, 
however, that some countries seem to 
be heading toward fuller freedom than 
their citizens now enjoy. 


The nonprofit organization spent a 


year on the survey which covers 151 


nations and 45 dependencies and cost 
about 510,000. 


The findings showed that in some 


nations, including Sweden and the 
Philippines, the tendency to regulate 
individuals' lives goes on. But in others, 
like Argentina, there is a trend in the 
other direction. And in Bangladesh, the 
prospects of freedom are hopeful if. 
elections slated for next spring are 
"successful and civil rights are fully 
restored." 


John P. Roche 
European parley 
could be trap 


For some years the Soviets have been 


pressing for a European Security 
Conference. In the early stages the 
project was stalled because Moscow 
thought the United States did not 
qualify as "European," and our Wes- 
tern European allies did not feel like 
going into the bear pit without their 
American ally. That was smoothed 
over, and now representatives of all 
European and NATO powers have been 
meeting in Helsinki to work out an 
agenda. Once the agenda is agreed 
upon, the conference itself will be con- 
vened 


On the surface the Soviets have been 


quite modifying For example, they 
have agreed with the United States that 
military issues be reserved for separate 
treatment — at another conference on 
Mutual and Balanced Force Reductions 
scheduled for Vienna. Since military 
relationships would appear to be the 
core of any European Security pact, 
one wonders what there is left to dis- 
cuss at Helsinki. 


An Ideological Trap 


In fact this European Security 


Conference could be a spectacular 
ideological trap and one hopes that the 
American and allied delegates are on 
the alert. This is said with some em- 
pirical misgivings: at the recent UNES- 
CO Conference the American delegate 
on the resolutions committee of the 
subcommittee on communications 
voted FOR a Soviet sponsored resolu- 
tion calling for censorship When the 
proposal hit the floor of the full sub- 
committee, we were in the embarrass- 
ing position of repudiating our own 
prior stance. In short, though we came 
out in the right place, we looked like 
bumbling amateurs. 


Thus the first question to be asked is: 


What do the Soviets and their allies 
want? Romania has muddied up the 
waters a bit by suggesting 
that 


everybody agree not to use force 
against everybody else — a thinly dis- 
guised way of denouncing the Brezh- 
nev Doctrine, which stated that armed 
intervention in Czechoslovakia (and by 


implication any other "socialist" state) 
was legitimate to protect the people 
from "imperialism." However, that will 
probably die by the wayside; it has all 
the earmarks of a bargaining chip 
which the Romanians will sacrifice for, 
say, a new steel mill. 


What we can anticipate is a Soviet 


effort to legitimatize the status quo in 
Europe. If we take a close look at the 
status quo in Europe, we find that this 
means the maintenance of Communist 
dictatorships on one hand, and the 
retention of the Communist right to 
achieve power on our side of the hill. In 
other words, what is theirs is theirs — 
what is ours is up for grabs. This is 
hardly a symmetrical arrangement. 
Symmetry would require that in 
exchange for the validation of Com- 
munist dictatorship, the Western 
powers obtain the right to suppress the 
Communists, and other opponents. In 
short. Franco's Spam or the Greek 
junta would provide the models for 
France and Italy 


Freedom of Movement Urged 


Obviously no democrat would sug- 


gest that we go to the Security 
Conference in search of such an 
ideological bargain. What then, assum- 
ing we do eventually reach 
the 


conference stage, should be our open- 
ing bid? The London Economist sug- 
gested some time ago that, for openers, 
we should demand full freedom of 
movement between East and West 
This is an excellent proposal and our 
delegates should fight day and night to 
get it on the agenda. 


Furthermore, we could do a lot worse 


than to introduce the Romanian 
proposal on our own initiative. (After 
all, we do not claim the right to inter- 
vene in, say, France to forestall a Com- 
munist electoral victory.) And there are 
undoubtedly other measures we could 
propose. But what is crucial is that we 
realize we are confronted by experts in 
political warfare who plan to squeeze 
every propaganda advantage to their 
maximum advantage. Please, Mr. 
President, send in the first team. 


The study is called a "Comparative 


Survey of Freedom" and is aimed at 
establishing a "standard of freedom." 


The survey poses such questions as: 


How much difference is there between 
a theoretically free country and one 
that is regarded as authoritarian? Who 
holds power in a particular country? 
How free are such institutions as the 
press? How does living in an authori- 
tarian society affect the daily life of its 
citizens? What forms does repression 
take in a dictatorship? 


The study places nations in three 


categories: "free", "partially free" and 
"not free." 


Most of North America, Western 


Europe, India, Australia, New Zealand, 
Japan and a few nations in Latin 
America, including Chile, were placed 
in the "free" column. So were Lebanon 
and Israel in the Middle East and only 
Gambia on the entire African con- 
tinent 


The rest of the world, said the study, 


is "only partly free" or "not free." The 
survey places all the countries under 
Communist rule in the "not free" 
column. 


When they examined the political 


liberties of a country, the staff carrying 
out the survey checked 
whether 


general elections were held, how 
recently they voted, how the party 
system operates, the percentage of 
votes for a candidate, whether real 
changes in the country take place 
peacefully and whether there is 
regional or locally elected government. 


The yardstick for civil rights included 


"freedom of the press, the impartiality 
of the judiciary, freedom from harsh 
and unusual punishments and torture 
and a defined and restricted sphere of 
governmental activity."

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State licensing boards likely to

MADISON—The Lucey administra- 


tion is preparing to extend con- 
sumerism into the state boards en- 
trusted with the licensing and regula- 
tion of numerous state-supervised 
trades and professions, previously 
managed almost 
exclusively by 


representatives of the licensed occupa- 
tions 


Lucey suggested such an objective in 


his first term two years ago but did not 
actively pursue it Now he has told the 
legislature that he intends to get 
legislation giving private citizen con- 


sumers seats on the boards that have 
jurisdictions ranging from 
watch- 


makers to veterinarians, nurses to 
chiropractors, physicians, hearing aid 
fitters and dealers, pharmacists, en- 
gineers and architects, and many 
others 


When the first experiments in 


"cabinet" government started four 
years ago, those various trade and 
professional overseers ostensibly were 
brought under the wing of a central 
state department of licensing and 
regulation 


But the central control was more 


nominal than real The secretary of the 
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On 


agency is in fact a general housekeeper, 
providing record maintenance and 
central filing for the separate examin- 
ing and licensing boards that remain 
autonomous with respect to admission 
to the trades ana professions and in 
disciplinary control over licensed 
tradesmen and professionals 


The governor has said that he wants 


the head of that agency—he recently 
chose an old political ally, Mrs Ver- 
gmia Hart of Madison, for 
the 


assignment—to h ive a stronger hand to 
permit a more direct service in the 
interest of thousands of consumers 
involved 


"Consumerism is one of the most 


effective ways in which the individual 
can fight back against irresponsible 
and impersonal institutions," he said, 
adding that "the state must join that 
fight" 


Subsequently, the Consumer Affairs 


Council, a creation of the Lucev regime 
which is headed bv his lieutenant 
governor, Martin Schreiber, has added 
to the theme of more consumer control 
o\ er the professions and trades licensed 
b\ the state 


It recommends trimming the pow ers 


of the largelv independent licensing 
boards, and to set up a council of eight 
consumers and five licensing board 
chairmen to adxise the licensing and 
regulation department on pohcv Thus 
a substantial part of the powers of the 
professional and trade representatives 
on the categorical boards would be 
removed

MADISON — State Rep. Gordon 


(Bud) Bradley, R-Omro, has joined in 
sponsoring bills that would prohibit 
non-farming 
corporations 
from 


deducting farm losses from state in- 
come taxes and develop an experimen- 
tal program for licensing physician's 
assistants. 


Bradley has introduced the legisla- 


tion on fanning tax write-offs. He was a 
co-sponsor oo the legislation designed 
to attack the problem of medical per- 
sonnel shortages in the state. 


Bradley said his farm bill would 


prevent large corporations from using 
farm holdings as tax write-offs, but 
would "not harm farmers who have 
chosen to incorporate for business pur- 
poses or legitimate agri-business con- 
cerns in Wisconsin. He offered the same 
legislation during the last session. 


The idea is to preserve the family 


farm, he said, "by eliminating the tax 
write-off as a motive for maintaining 
farm holdings." The chance for tax 
write-offs has enticed corporations into 
competition with the family farmer. 


Bradley said his bill will be sent to the 


Joint Survey Committee on Tax 
Exemptions to see how much an impact 
on state income tax revenues it will 
have.

provides for creation of an 11-man 
council within the Department of 
Regulation and Licensing. This council 
will develop, over three months, cer- 
tification standards and practice 
definitions for assistants and make 
recommendations to the Medical 
Examining Board, which will have final 
certification authority.

But doctors 
thought Murphy may have developed 
an ulcer —something which could have 
delayed the transplant. Mrs. Murphy 
said it was a rough thing for the doctors 
to have to tell the young man who had 
looked forward to the surgery and us 
promises of a new life. 


He was a little down in the dumps, his 


wife said, but when he came out of 
recovery 12' 2 hours after he went into 
surgery, he knew it had worked. 


Doctors found no ulcer, removed his 


two diseased kidneys and transplanted 
the healthy organ — all in about 8!2 
hours. When Mrs. Murphy went to her 
husband in recovery and asked him if 
he had a new kidney, she said he toid 
hen "Yes. it's even putting out urine " 


"He was really thrilled." he said.

Caywood noted that the FBI has 


called rape "the most under-reported 
crime in the U.S." 


He said his office is trying to work 


out legislation covering both the lan- 
guage of the rape law and means of 
encouraging victims to report assaults 


Rape is defined as intercourse by 


force and against the victim's will with 
the attacker overcoming her utmost 
resistance by physical violence or 
threat of bodily harm 


The term "utmost resistance" may be 


taken too literally in some cases, 
Caywood 
explained. 
A 
woman 


shouldn't have to fight back to the 
extent she jeopardizes her life- 


Several prosecutors indicated vary- 


ing reactions from juries in interpreting 
the present rape law wording. Con- 
sideration is being given to a Michigan 
model code which talks of rape in terms 
o* 
7 "by forcible compulsion" and "while 


avoiding risk of injury, death or injury 
to another person." 


Caywood also suggested prosecutors 


work with local police to assure the 
most diplomatic handling of rape vic- 
tims. !n some instances women have 
been reluctant to press charges after 
less 
than 
sympathetic 
initial 


experiences with police officers 


The prosecutors also were told to 


publicize Wisconsin's 
unique law 


which prohibits the use of a rape vic- 
tim's name by the news media. Future 
legislation also may consider a manda- 
tory closed preliminary hearing in rape 
cases, but most of the prosecutors 
agreed the trial would have to remain 
open to the public. 


In the area of crime victim compen- 


sation. Caywood said his office will 
recommend payments up to SI0,000 to 
victims of violent crime or persons 
injured attempting to prevent a crime. 
A special board would be established to 
administer these payments. 


Such victim compensation programs 


already are operating in four states and 
federal legislation on the issue is pend- 
ing 


The prosecutors also heard a review 


of some current 
juvenile court 


problems by a panel of three judges. 


Rock County Judge Sverre Roang 


told the district attorneys to be ready 
for increasing pressure from the public 
to seek waiver of 16 and 17 year olds 
from juvenile to adult criminal court 


because of the effects of the new age of 
majority law. 


The new law now stops all juvenile 


court jurisdiction over a youth at the 
age of 16. If a boy commits a serious 
crime only a few weeks prior to his 18 
birthday, he could face on a few days 
incarceration, a "mere slap on the 
wrist" before he would have to be set 
free. 


Roang said he knew of one instance 


where a boy was sent to Wales only to 
be released because of his 18th birthday 
after staying only three days. 


The waiver to criminal court on 


criminal charges is the only answer to 
this problem, but Wisconsin's current 
waiver procedures under the 1955 
Children's Code are being questioned in 
light of recent Supreme Court decisions 
setting up strict guidelines for granting 
of waivers 


A Milwaukee County court recently 


ruled state waiver laws unconstitu- 
tional on grounds they were too broad 
and lacked guidelines. Michigan was 
forced to revise its juvenile waiver laws 
last year after existing rules were over- 
turned by the high courts on similar 
grounds. 


A revised Children's Code was passed 


by the state Senate last term but never 
was acted on in the Assemblv A similar 


measure has been introduced again 
with the backing of the Council of 
Juvenile Court Judges and the state 
Judicial Council which would include 
the needed constitutional guarantees 
and guidelines covering waivers. 


"This was lost in the shuffle last 


session, but we hope we can get it 
through this time," the judge said. 


Polk County Judge Charles Madsen 


and Washington County Judge J. Tom 
Merriam told the prosecutors they 
would be initiating most of the requests 
for waivers. They explained some of the 
technical points required in recent 
court rulings on this question. They 
suggested that reasons for requested 
waivers be specific and well document- 
ed. 


"You can expect increasing pressure 


for waivers, especially in cases the 
public is uptight about," Roang told the 
prosecutors, but he also urged them to 
remember 
that 
the welfare and 


rehabilitation of the child is still the 
primary goal of the juvenile court. 


Some aid in solving the 18-year-old

At Friday's meeting, the board 


approved a revised master plan for

with parking space for about 3.800 cars. 


—An historic village, including res-

without the appointment of a personal 
attorney, Lucey said.
